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There  shall  he  awarded  three  grades  of  certificates  from  one  set  of 
questions. 

The  questions  to  be  such  as  may  be  answered  from  the  text  hooks  used  in 
the  Public  Schools  of  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  averages  for  granting  certificates  shall  he  fixed  as  follows,  viz.: 

For  a  First  class  certificate,  not  less  than  -  -  -  75 

“  Second  class  “  “  -  65 

“  Third  class  “  “  -  60 

They  shall  award  certificates  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  classes  to  such 
persons  as,  upon  examination,  are  found  qualified  to  receive  the  same. 

The  committee  shall  not  grant  a  certificate  of  qualification  to  any  person 
under  seventeen  years  of  age. 

The  holder  of  a  first  class  certificate  shall  he  eligible  to  any  position  in  a 
grammar  school  or  a  school  of  lower  grade. 

The  holder  of  a  second  class  certificate  shall  he  eligible  to  the  position  of 
second  assistant  in  a  grammar  school ;  and  after  three  years’  experience  in 
teaching  in  a  grammar  school,  may  be  promoted  to  first  assistant  in  a  school 
of  that  grade ;  and,  if  21  years  of  age,  to  that  of  a  principal  of  a  consolidated 
school.  Provided ,  That  graduates  of  the  Central  High  School,  not  less  than  18 
years  of  age,  may  he  elected  principals  of  consolidated  schools. 

The  holder  of  a  third  class  certificate  shall  he  eligible  to  any  position  in  a 
primary  school,  or  the  primary  divisions  of  a  consolidated  school* 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  principal  of  a  grammar  school 
unless  said  person  shall  have  taught  at  least  three  years. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  principal  of  a  secondary  school 
unless  said  person  shall  have  taught  at  least  two  years. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  a  principal  of  a  primary  school 
unless  said  person  shall  have  taught  at  least  one  year. 


*  Candidates  for  third  class  certificates  are  not  required  to  be  examined  in  geometry, 
mensuration,  and  algebra. 


REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 

First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : — The  semi-annual  examination  of  candidates 
for  certificates  of  qualification  as  Teachers  in  the  Public  Schools 
of  Philadelphia,  was  held  at  the  Central  High  School,  October 
9,  10,  and  11,  1872.  There  were  317  applicants;  thirteen 
were  males.  Thirty-seven  have  an  average  of  75,  securing  a 
certificate  of  the  first  grade ;  fifty-five  an  average  of  65,  the 
second  grade,  and  one  hundred  and  thirteen  an  average  of  60 
(omitting  algebra,  geometry,  and  mensuration),  the  third  grade. 
Total  number  of  certificates,  205.  Four  males  receive  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  the  first  grade,  and  two  a  certificate  of  the  second 
grade, — one  of  the  latter  a  colored  person.  The  number  of 
certificates  of  the  first  grade,  at  this  examination,  is  the  largest 
ever  given  at  any  examination. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  State  Law,  in  1865,  requiring 
Teachers  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  First  School  District  to 
hold  a  certificate  of  qualification,  issued  by  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education,  the  number  of  certificates  granted 
has  annually  increased,  with  but  two  exceptions,  as  will  be  seen 
by  the  following  statement.  In  1865,  119  certificates;  in  1866, 
188;  in  1867,  185;  in  1868,  196;  in  1869,  178;  in  1870,  211 ; 
in  1871,  309,  and  in  1872,  378. 

The  total  number  examined  at  these  sixteen  semi-annual 
examinations,  was  3,685.  The  number  of  certificates  issued 
being  1,764. 
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The  average  number  of  new  Teachers  annually  elected  is 
about  150,  showing  that  the  number  of  certificates  granted  is 
largely  in  excess  of  the  demand,  especially  in  the  lowest  grade. 

The  annexed  report  contains  the  questions  given  to  the 
applicants,  and  the  tabular  statement  of  the  averages,  arranged 
according  to  the  three  grades  of  certificates;  also  the  names  of 
the  successful  candidates. 

For  the  past  eight  years  Professor  Z.  Hopper  has  prepared 
the  tabular  reports  of  all  the  examinations,  computing  the 
averages  of  3,685  candidates.  So  carefully  has  this  arduous 
work  been  performed,  that  in  no  instance  has  error  been 
committed.
